hibition set In and alcoholics were 
fewer in number. He thinks drug 
addiction is less

pin who drink will not resort to 
drugs so long as they are able to 
get good liquor. 


Many thousands of opium 
and 


morphine addicts 
cultivated 
the 


drug craving via the liquor route. 
Most of the addicts a physician en- 
counters from year to

are 


persons who began by secret tip* 
pling or open drinking. Indeed, A 
favorite introduction to the opium 
habit is the use of certain stand' 
ard, familiar old '-medicine" which 
just enough alcohol to create an ap- 
petite for either or both; this med- 
icine is today freely purchasable by 
anybody -without restriction.
